This  month  we  feature  a  superb  portrait  on  an  /E  antoninianus  of  Carus,  A.D.  282-283. 
Marcus  Aurelius  Carus  was  born  c.  A.D.  230.  probably  at  Narona  in  Illyricum.  He  rose  to  be 
the  Praetorian  Prefect  and  was  proclaimed  emperor  by  his  troops  in  Raetia  in  the  autumn  of 
282,  just  before  the  assassination  of  the  emperor  Probus.  Having  conferred  the  rank  of 
Caesar  on  his  sons  Carinus  and  Numerian,  he  set  out  on  an  expedition  against  the  Persians 
accompanied  by  Numerian,  leaving  Carinus  to  govern  the  western  provinces.  The  campaign 
was  highly  successful,  the  Persian  forces  were  defeated  and  driven  back  in  disorder.  However, 
before  Carus  could  pursue  his  advantage  he  died  about  August,  283,  in  his  camp  near  Ctesi- 
phon,  the  Persian  capital.  The  official  story  of  his  death  after  a  mere  10-month  reign  is  that  he 
was  struck  by  lightning.  More  probably,  however,  he  fell  the  victim  of  a  conspiracy  by  Arrius 
Aper,  the  Praetorian  Prefect  who  was  also  Carinus'  father-in-law.  Arrius  Aper  did  not  profit 
by  the  crime,  he  was  almost  certainly  responsible  for  the  subsequent  murder  of  Numerian  in 
his  litter  as  the  army  made  its  way  back  near  Heraclea  in  Thrace  in  November  of  284.  For 
the  latter  crime  his  immediate  execution  was  ordered  by  Diocletian,  then  Commander  of  the 
Imperial  Bodyguard.  See  C.  176. 


HOW  I  WAS  PUNCHED  ON  THE  NOSE  WHEN  228  YEARS  OLD 

DAVID  WALKER 


In  a  note  on  the  official  piercing  of  hammered  coins  in  1695/6  Fred  Pridmore1  stated  he  knew 
of  pierced  coins  of  the  following  denominations:  crown,  halfcrown,  shilling,  sixpence,  half 
groat  and  penny.  He  also  suggested  that  some  of  the  other  values,  threehalfpence,  threefarth 
ings  and  halfpence  issued  since  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  may  also  exist  pieiced.  In  a  recent 
article  Mr.  Charman2  repeats  Pridniore's  list  and  adds  his  own  list  of  pierced  coins  he  has 
seen:  Edward  VI  shilling,  Philip  and  Mary  shilling,  Elizabeth  halfcrown  and  shilling.  James  I 
crown,  Charles  I  shilling  and  Commonwealth  halfcrown  and  sixpence.  Although  Pridmore's 
list  does  not  record  the  reign,  the  inference  was  that  none  were  earlier  than  the  "fine'  coinage 
of  Edward  VI.  With  the  possible  exception  of  the  Edward  VI  shilling  this  was  also  true  for 
C barman's  list.  The  assumption  that  all  the  pierced  coins  were  not  earlier  than  Edward  VI 
‘fine’  coinage  is  not  difficult  to  believe.  The  debasement  of  the  coinage  by  Henry  VIII  and 
Edward  VI  was  brought  about  by  increasing  the  price  paid  by  the  mint  for  silver  bullion  and 
should  have  resulted  in  removing  from  circulation  all  the  ‘tine'  coins  which  had  not  been 
hoarded.  The  massive  recoinage  by  Elizabeth  early  in  her  reign  should  have  removed  most  if 
not  all  the  debased  coins  as  well  as  the  pre-debased  coins  which  had  been  hoarded  but  not 
lost.  Thus  by  the  mid  1560s  coins  struck  before  Edward  VI  ‘fine'  coinage  would  have  been  as 
rare  as  the  pre- 1947  coins  are  today. 

How  then  is  one  to  explain  the  coin  which  is  the  subject  of  this  note.  A  coin  which  was 
offered  for  sale  in  Seaby's  Bulletin  of  May  1979,  p.  167,  E234.  The  coin  itself  is  not 
extraordinary.  It  is  an  Edward  IV  groat  of  the  Bristol  mint,  signature  BRISTOLL,  crown 
both  sides,  B  &  W  type  Vllb,  struck  c.  1467.  It  has  a  well  rubbed  face  and  has  been  slightly 
clipped  but  otherwise  not  an  unattractive  coin.  Its  weight  is  approximately  38.7  grains  and  its 
condition  suggests  that  it  would  have  been  in  circulation  after  the  reduction  in  weight  of  the 
groat  to  42.6  grains  in  1526,  and  possibly  not  removed  until  the  base  coinage  was  issued  in 
the  1540s.  However,  the  difference  between  this  and  the  other  Bristol  groats  in  my  collection 
is  that  it  has  been  neatly  pierced  through  the  centre  of  Edward's  nose.  This  unflattering 
modification  was  described  in  the  Bulletin  as  being  due  to  the  coin  being  officially  pierced  in 
1695-6. 

By  1695  the  coin  would  have  been  nearly  230  years  old  and  totally  unlike  any  coin  then  in 
circulation.  How  many  people  in  1695  would  know  that  this  was  a  true  English  coin  and  how 
many  would  accept  it  in  payment  other  than  as  a  piece  of  bullion.  It  is  unlikely  therefore  that 
unless  other  pre-portrait  coins  were  circulating,  and  the  coin  hoards  of  the  period  do  not 
suggest  it,  that  this  coin  would  be  accepted.  If  this  was  the  case  why  was  it  pierced,  and  then 
're-issued'  presumably  with  the  intention  of  circulating.  Furthermore,  at  what  value  was  it 
intended  to  circulate.  Charman  states  that  groats  were  demonetised  before  the  re-coinage,  so 
its  value  cannot  have  been  4d,  although  he  does  mention  having  seen  a  pierced  Com 
monwealth  halfcrown  and  sixpence,  both  of  which  had  also  been  demonetised.  Its  weight 
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would  suggest  5d  and  its  size  possibly  6d  and  if  the  general  coinage  was  50%  under  weight  it 
may  even  have  passed  as  a  shilling. 

Of  course  we  are  unlikely  to  ever  know  the  answers  to  these  questions  but  what  would  Mr. 
Addison3  have  written  if  he  knew  of  its  existence. 

The  Adventures  of  a  Groat 

1  was  born  in  1467  in  Bristol,  survived  the  rebellion  of  1470  but  was  much  dismayed,  being  a 
Yorkist,  by  the  defeat  of  Good  King  Richard  in  1485.  I  tried  to  keep  apart  from  that  Welsh¬ 
man  s  coinage  although  it  wasn't  easy  until  those  new  fangled  portrait  coins  were  issued. 
Initially  I  liked  his  son,  looked  a  bit  like  Edward  and  after  all  he  was  as  much  Elizabeth's  son 
as  that  Welshman  s,  but  when  he  started  to  debase  the  coinage  it  confirmed  my  dislike  for  the 
Tudors  and  I  hid  away. 

I  must  to  have  fallen  asleep  because  when  I  next  woke  up  there  was  this  King  William  on 
the  throne  and  all  manner  of  strange  coins  in  circulation.  I  met  this  Elizabeth  shilling,  battered 
old  thing  she  was.  I  was  just  telling  her  that  she  should  look  after  herself  better  and  not  chase 
these  halfcrowns  when  somebody  punched  me  on  the  nose. 

The  next  284  years  involved  me  passing  from  place  to  place  till  I  met  up  with  my  new 
owner.  He's  alright,  a  Yorkist  like  myself  and  a  member  of  the  Richard  III  Society  so  he  can’t 
be  bad.  I  now  live  with  some  other  coins  I  haven't  seen  for  500  years.  He  says  I  am  going  to 
be  famous  and  possibly  have  my  photograph  published.  At  516  years  old  life’s  getting  hectic. 

I  wonder  what  happened  to  that  Elizabeth  shilling?

THE  BRITISH  MUSEUM  WOLFSON  GALLERIES  OF  CLASSICAL 

SCULPTURE 

Four  of  the  seven  new  Wolfson  Galleries  which  will  eventually  display  the  bulk  of  the  British 
Museum's  immense  collection  of  Greek  and  Roman  sculpture  were  opened  in  mid-January 
(the  remainder  will  be  opened  in  1985).  Endowed  with  a  grant  from  the  Wolfson  Foundation, 
the  new  galleries  lie  immediately  under  the  Duveen  Galleries,  home  of  the  Elgin  Marbles. 
They  contain  about  1000  fine  exhibits,  many  of  them  from  the  great  collection  made  in  the 
eighteenth  century  by  Charles  Townley.  It  is  good  to  see  many  old  favourites  of  classical 
sculpture  on  view  once  more  (many  after  an  absence  of  some  twenty  years)  in  this  splendid 
show.  Classical  numismatists  will  find  much  of  interest  amongst  this  great  display  of 
sculpture,  the  obvious  items  being  the  portraits  of  many  of  the  emperors  of  Rome;  especially 
of  note  are  the  busts  of  Nero,  Titus,  Hadrian  and  Caracalla,  the  empresses  Faustina,  Matidia 
and  Tranqillina.  Also  represented  are  two  busts  of  Antinous,  the  favourite  of  Hadrian,  whose 
portrait  appears  on  a  number  of  Greek  Imperial  issues,  naturally  predominantly  on  those  of 
Egypt  where  he  met  his  death  by  drowning. 

Several  of  the  groups  of  statuary  reflect  well-known  numismatic  reverse  types;  the  nymph 
escaping  from  the  clutches  of  a  satyr  found  on  the  early  staters  of  Thasos  and  Lete;  two 
examples  of  a  winged  Victory  crouched  astride  a  bull  which  she  is  sacrificing,  a  type  known 
especially  from  the  gold  and  silver  issues  of  Augustus  but  in  this  statue  coming  from  the  villa 
of  Antoninus  Pius  at  Monte  Cagnolo  near  Lanuvium.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  broken 
sculpture  of  a  kneeling  barbarian  captive  who  clutches  at  the  skirts  of  Victory.  This  has  its 
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closest  analogy  in  the  reverse  type  of  a  billon  tetradrachm  struck  at  Alexandria  for 
Maximianus  ( BMC  Alexandria  1817).  It  was  found  not  far  from  the  Alexandria  mint  at  the 
so-called  ’’palace  of  Trajan",  the  site  of  a  legionary  fortress  at  Ramleh  on  the  outskirts  of 
Alexandria. 

There  is  much  to  see  in  these  new  galleries,  official  sculptures,  portraits  and  inscriptions; 
sculpture  for  pleasure,  and  the  funerary  sculpture  of  death,  the  marble  busts  and  decorated 
sarcophagi.  It  is  amongst  the  latter  that  one  finds  the  classical  past  reaching  across  the 
centuries  to  strike  a  note  of  pathos  in  the  present;  the  front  of  a  small  boy's  sarcophagus  of 
the  third  century  A.D.  decorated  with  scenes  of  boys  racing  chariots  in  the  Roman  circus,  or 
the  fond  farewell  in  an  inscription  by  Gn.  Domitius,  Treasurer  of  the  Imperial  Accounts,  bid 
to  his  little  foster-son  who  died  aged  five  years.  Sic  transit  gloria  mundi.  Peter  A.  Clayton

THE  TRIAL  OF  THE  PYX 

The  1984  Trial  of  the  Pyx  was  held  at  10.30  am  “in  the  forenoon”  of  Tuesday  7th  February, 
in  Goldsmiths'  Hall  in  the  City  of  London  before  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  Master 
Bickford  Smith,  and  an  invited  audience  of  about  60  people. 

The  Trial  of  the  Pyx  is  an  examination  by  a  jury  to  ascertain  that  the  coins  made  by  the 
Royal  Mint  are  of  the  proper  weight,  diameter  and  composition  required  by  law.  The  Trial  is 
of  very  ancient  origin;  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  an  examination  of  the  justness  of  the 
coinage  of  this  country  by  assay  and  comparison  with  trial  plates  was  practised  as  early  as 
Saxon,  or  perhaps  even  Roman  times,  and  there  is  a  record  of  a  public  Trial  in  the  year  1248 
before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  by  a  jury  of  “Twelve  discreet  and  lawful  Citizens  of 
London  with  twelve  skilful  Goldsmiths  of  the  same  place”.  The  earliest  known  writ  ordering  a 
trial  is  dated  1282. 

The  Trial,  which  is  presided  over  by  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  is  carried  out  annually  in 
accordance  with  a  direction  issued  by  the  Treasury.  The  jury  consists  of  Freemen  of  the 
Goldsmiths'  Company  (this  year  22  members).  For  the  purposes  of  the  Trial  a  specified 
number  of  coins  is  required  to  be  placed  in  the  Pyx,  or  box,  and  produced  by  the  Officers  of 
the  Mint.  In  the  case  of  cupro-nickel  coins,  for  example,  from  every  5,000  coins 
manufactured  one  must  be  put  in  the  Pyx.  Officers  of  the  National  Weights  and  Measures 
Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Trade  produce  the  standard  trial  plates  of  gold,  silver, 
copper,  nickel  and  zinc  and  the  weights  for  use  in  the  Trial. 

The  jurymen  first  check  the  number  and  denomination  of  the  coins  to  see  that  the  proper 
number  has  been  produced,  and  then  weigh  the  coins  in  bulk,  as  well  as  selected  specimens,  to 
ascertain  that  the  average  weight  of  the  coins  is  within  the  “remedy”  or  tolerance  allowed  by 
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law.  They  then  carry  out  assays  to  test  accurately  the  fineness  or  composition  of  the  metal  by 
comparison  with  the  standard  trial  plates,  and  to  ensure  that  it  is  within  the  prescribed 
tolerance.  They  also  measure  the  diameters  of  selected  coins  to  ascertain  whether  they  are 
within  the  tolerance  allowed. 

1  he  Queen's  Remembrancer  adjourned  the  Trial  de  die  in  diem  until  4th  May  when  verdict 
ol  the  Jury  will  be  delivered  to  the  Queen's  Remembrancer  in  the  presence  of  the  Chancellor 
ot  the  Exchequer,  who  is  Master  of  the  Mint,  or  of  his  Deputy,  and  will  be  subsequently 
published  in  the  London  Gazette.

THE  MINT  OF 

CAMBRIDGE 

PART  2 

KENNETH  A.  JACOB 
( continued  from  last  month ) 


(weighing  just  over  a  ton!) 


The  coins  of  the  early  types  of  Eadwerd  the  Confessor  are  not  plentiful  at  any  mint,  but 
those  of  Cambridge  are  decidedly  rare.  Over  the  first  four  types  which  span  a  period  of  about 
eight  years,  I  have  recorded  15  specimens  in  all.  In  the  Trefoil  Quadrilateral  type,  the  N  of 
ETSTAN  is  found  with  the  diagonal  bar  of  the  letter  doubled  (Hild.  202),  and  in  the  early 
types  the  moneyer's  name  is  spelt  both  ETSTAN  and  EDSTAN.  B.M.C.  472  of  the  moneyer 
Aelfwine  has  now  been  transferred  to  the  York  mint  ( BNJ  XXVIII.  p.  58). 

Only  two  specimens  of  the  light  weight  issue  of  the  Expanding  Cross  type  have  been 
recorded  as  yet,  and  both  are  from  the  same  pair  of  dies  (Fitz.  858)  but,  although  a  greater 
number  of  the  coins  of  the  heavy  weight  issue  are  known,  they  are  still  very  rare.  No.  30  is  an 
example,  to  which  reference  will  be  made  below. 

Far  greater  activity  took  place  in  the  mint  with  the  following  type,  the  Pointed  Helmet  type. 
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as  considerably  more  specimens  are  recorded.  Only  one  coin  of  the  moneyer  Eadwerd  is 
known  to  me  (K.A.J.)  and  this  would  seem  to  have  his  name  spelt  as  EDRERD  (No.  31). 
From  a  photograph  of  the  coin  Professor  Dolley  has  suggested  the  possibility  of  the  third 
letter  -  an  R  or  a  P  -  to  have  been  the  result  of  rust  on  the  die  giving  the  letter  the  appearance 
of  an  R.  but  as  the  lower  outline  of  the  letter  (No.  40)  is  clearly  defined,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  this  is,  in  fact,  a  die  sinker's  error  and  that  the  letter  is  an  R.  The  obverse  of  the  coin 
shows  the  sceptre  with  a  cross  head,  a  variety  also  found  on  a  die  used  by  Godwine. 

An  important  addition  to  our  knowledge  of  the  products  of  the  Cambridge  mint  was  made 
recently  when  Mr  M.  Blackburn  published  details  of  a  number  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins  which 
he  had  noted  in  Polish  Museums  (Spink's  Numismatic  Circular  1978.  p.  578).  The  coin  in 
question  is  of  the  Pointed  Helmet  type  and  the  moneyer,  Godsunu,  was  previously  only 
known  from  earlier  types.  In  addition,  the  coin  has  the  bust  facing  left  (Hild.  Fa  -  B.M.C. 
VI  lb)  and  it  is  the  first  specimen  of  the  mint  recorded  in  this  very  rare  type. 

The  Sovereign/Eagles  type  which  followed,  is  represented  in  my  records  by  only  four  coins 
which  were  produced  by  three  moneyers.  There  is  also  a  Pointed  Helmet/Sovereign/Eagles 
mule  in  the  Hunterian  Museum  (Syll.  1089),  this  being  one  of  the  only  two  mule  coins  of  the 
mint  which  are  known  to  me.  Some  uncertainty  is  encountered  at  this  point  by  a  moneyer 
whose  name  is  spelt  normally  as  /ELFPII,  and  whose  coins  have  been  variously  attributed  by 
cataloguers  to  both  Aelfwine  and  Aelfwig.  A  moneyer  Aelfwine  struck  in  the  Crux  type  of 
Aethelred  II,  and  again  -  but  possibly  a  second  man  of  the  same  name  -  in  the  Pointed 
Helmet  type  of  Cnut.  An  Aelfwig  struck  from  the  Last  Small  Cross  type  of  Aethelred  II  to 
Harthacnut  and,  again,  almost  certainly  a  second  man  of  the  name,  in  the  Sovereign/Eagles 
type  of  the  Confessor.  The  /ELFPII  coins  are  found  in  the  light  and  heavy  issues  of  the  Con¬ 
fessor’s  Expanding  Cross  type  and  also  in  the  Pointed  Helmet  type.  Some  support  that  these 
may  have  been  struck  by  an  Aelfwine  is  gained  from  B.M.C.  473  which  is  catalogued  as 
ELFPI VONGR- ANTE:  and,  if  read  correctly,  the  diagonal  bar  would  represent  the  N  of 
Aelfwine.  However,  I  can  see  no  such  bar  on  the  coin  (No.  30)  and  it  reads,  to  my  mind, 
ELFPIIONGR- ANTE:  which  is  an  acceptable  reading  and  similar  to  that  found  on  other 
types.  B.V1.C.  473  is,  I  believe,  struck  from  the  same  dies  as  Fitzwilliam  Sylloge  866  -  the 
only  two  coins  of  the  type  and  moneyer  recorded  -  but  double  striking  makes  the  identity 
slightly  uncertain.  However,  if  my  judgement  is  correct,  the  entry  in  the  Sylloge  would  require 
alteration  to  /ELFPII.  On  balance,  I  suggest  that  as  an  Aelfwig  is  a  definite  moneyer  of  the 
Sovereign/Eagles  type,  it  would  appear  certain  that  he  is  the  moneyer  of  the  /ELFPII  coins.  If 
so,  would  the  second  I  of  the  name  represent  the  down-stroke  of  the  G? 

Rather  more  plentiful  are  the  coins  of  Eadwerd’s  Hammer  Cross  type.  In  his  description  of 
the  Sedlescombe  Hoard,  Professor  Dolley  makes  reference  to  two  minor  varieties  of  this  type, 
these  having  the  band  of  the  crown  either  ‘compartmented'  by  vertical  strokes,  or  ‘jewelled' 
with  pellets.  Of  these  varieties  it  is  stated  that  in  January  1961,  there  were  in  the  British 
Museum  collection  23  varied  specimens  of  the  former  variety,  and  12  of  the  latter.  Reference 
is  made  to  a  coin  of  the  Cambridge  mint  (Fitz.  910)  and  of  the  moneyer  Wulfwine,  as  of  the 
former  variety  (BNJ  XXX,  p.  81).  From  the  illustration  (No.  32)  it  is  clear  that  the  coin  is  of 
the  rarer  ‘jewelled’  band  variety. 

One  die  used  by  Saecolf  is  recorded  by  five  specimens,  but  each  is  weak  at  the  end  of  the 
mint  name  (No.  33)  and,  although  probably  spelt  as  GANTE,  the  final  E  is  not  certain. 
B.M.C.  94  which  is  from  this  die,  is  catalogued  as  GANT.:  but  GANTE  is  more  likely  to  be 
the  correct  reading.  There  would  appear  to  be  a  weakness  on  the  actual  die  at  this  point 
rather  than  poor  striking  of  each  of  the  coins  known  to  me.  Another  slightly  unusual  feature 
of  this  die  is  that  the  S  of  Saecolf  is  set  on  its  side. 

Another  Hammer  Cross  die,  this  time  used  by  Wulfwine,  provides  the  abnormal  spelling  of 
the  mint  name  as  GRI  (FEJ,  lot  145)  and  it  shows  two  crosses,  or  a  cross  and  a  T,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  inscription  (No.  34).  In  my  opinion  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  uncertain 
mark  is  the  base  line  of  a  second  initial  cross  placed  (probably  in  error)  slightly  to  the  left  of 
the  normal  12-o'clock  position  on  the  die,  the  second  nearer  correctly  positioned  cross  being 
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struck  only  very  slightly  to  the  right  of  the  normal  position.  That  the  first  mark  is  part  of  a 
second  initial  cross  and  not  the  upright  of  a  letter  T  is  confirmed,  to  my  mind,  by  the  fact  that 
this  upright  is  parallel  with  the  upright  of  the  other  and  correctly  placed  initial  cross,  and  not 
struck  at  an  angle  complementary  with  the  other  letters  of  the  inscription  which  radiate  from 
the  central  point  of  the  die. 

The  Facing  Head/Small  Cross  issue  provides  records  of  quite  a  number  of  specimens  and 
all  the  obverse  dies  of  the  type  known  to  me  as  used  at  Cambridge  are  of  the  normal  style. 
Dies  with  the  more  barbaric  style  of  portrait  which  are  associated  with  the  Lincoln  and  York 
mints  have  not  been  traced  at  Cambridge,  although  they  are  known  at  other  mints  in  East 
Anglia.  In  this  issue  coins  inscribed  EADRDONGRANI  have  been  catalogued  in  several 
different  manners  although  all  known  to  me  are  from  the  same  die.  The  moneyer  is  almost 
certainly  Eadwerd  who  struck  in  the  Pointed  Helmet  and  Hammer  Cross  types,  but  an 
otherwise  unrecorded  moneyer  Eadred  could  be  a  remote  possibility.  Godlamb,  who 
strikes  for  the  first  time  in  the  Facing  Head/Small  Cross  type,  is  the  only  moneyer  known  for 
the  Pyramids  type,  and  only  two  examples  of  his  coins  are  recorded.  Although  both  coins  are 
similar  in  readings,  they  are  struck  from  different  pairs  of  dies. 

The  brief  nine-month  reign  of  Harold  II  appears  to  be  represented  numismatically  at  the 
Cambridge  mint  by  only  five  coins  in  all  -  these  being  struck  by  four  different  moneyers.  In 
the  British  Museum  are  coins  of  Brihtric  and  Wulfwi  (almost  certainly  Wulfwine),  the  former 
coin  now  being  matched  by  a  die  duplicate  in  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  (post  Sylloge).  Some 
years  ago  1  was  fortunate  to  acquire  a  superb  specimen  of  the  reign  by  Saecolf  (BNJ  XXXV, 
p.  194)  (No.  35),  and  more  recently  another  coin  by  Godwine  (No.  36).  Saecolf  and  Wulfwi 
both  struck  for  Eadwerd  the  Confessor,  but  the  Harold  II  coins  provide  the  only  appearance 
of  the  other  two  moneyers,  and  none  of  the  four  are  recorded  as  being  at  work  during  the 
Norman  period. 

If  the  Anglo-Saxon  coins  of  the  Cambridge  mint  are,  in  the  main,  rare  to  extremely  rare, 
those  of  the  Norman  period  should  be  classed  as  very  rare  to  extremely  rare  apart  from  the 
one  exception,  the  Paxs  type  coins  of  William  I.  As  mentioned,  none  of  the  Anglo  Saxon 
moneyers  continued  working  under  the  Conqueror  and  his  first  type  is  represented  by  only 
tw'o  coins,  both  by  the  moneyer  Godric.  The  British  Museum  specimen  of  this  type  (BNJ  IV, 
PI.  VII,  Fig.  I)  has  a  plain  circle  on  the  reverse  and  it  is  somewhat  unusual  by  having  a  pellet 
before  the  neck  of  the  king.  The  second  coin,  a  broken  and  incomplete  specimen  in  the 
Norwich  Castle  Museum  collection  ( BNJ  XLIII,  p.  143)  is  from  a  different  obverse  die  w'hich 
is  without  the  pellet.  A  gap  to  type  IV  then  occurs  -  five  specimens  of  this  type  being 
recorded  -  there  are  six  recorded  of  type  V  and  one  coin  only  of  type  VII.  This  coin  is  noted 
by  Brooke  in  Norman  Kings  (the  British  Museum  catalogue  of  the  series)  as  in  the  Durrner 
sale,  lot  43,  and  the  present  location  of  it  is  unknown  to  me. 

In  the  great  Beauworth  Hoard  of  1833,  thirty-one  Paxs  type  pennies  of  the  Cambridge 
mint  were  included  in  the  total  of  over  6500  coins  found,  and  it  would  appear  likely  that  all  of 
the  specimens  of  this  type  which  I  have  traced  came  from  this  hoard.  For  the  moneyer  Ulfcitl 
I  have  noted  oniy  one  pair  of  dies  (No.  37),  the  obverse  showing  an  annulet  on  the  king's  right 
shoulder  -  a  feature  which  can  be  found  on  coins  from  other  mints.  On  the  reverse  die  a 
feature  of  interest  is  the  spelling  of  the  name  of  the  mint.  This  is  obviously  intended  to  read 
GRANT  -  the  letter  A  being  represented  by  two  upright  strokes  w'ith  no  cross  bar  -  but  an 
extra  oblique  stroke  is  seen  between  the  second  upright  of  the  A  and  the  first  upright  of  the  N. 
This  reads  therefore  as  GRINNT  (No.  41),  and  has  given  rise  to  several  amusing  attempts  by 
cataloguers  to  describe  the  die  and  the  spelling  of  the  mint  name. 

Two  specimens  of  the  first  type  of  coins  attributed  to  William  Rufus  are  recorded,  and  tw'o 
specimens  (both  in  Stockholm)  of  the  second  type  (SCBI  Vol.  I  1,  Nos.  180  and  181).  These 
were  struck  by  Wibern,  apart  from  one  of  the  Stockholm  coins  which  was  by  Frise.  Once 
again  Brooke  records  in  Norman  Kings  a  coin  of  the  third  type  of  Rufus  as  in  Berlin,  but  at 
the  time  of  writing  I  have  been  unable  to  verify  this  or  to  obtain  details  of  it.  For  many  years 
it  has  been  thought  that  the  mint  of  Cambridge  was  closed  during  the  reign  of  William  Rufus, 
but  in  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  of  April  1978,  a  new  coin  of  the  mint  was  published. 
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this  being  of  type  V  ot  Henry  I  (No.  38),  thus  extending  the  operative  life  of  the  mint  by  some 
twenty  years.  This  type  of  Henry  I  is  rare  at  any  mint,  but  this  unique  Cambridge  coin  ranks 
as  one  of  the  finest  known.  The  obverse  die  is  exceptional  in  that  a  chain  is  depicted  attached 
to  the  king's  breast-plate,  which  runs  down  his  left  side  and  which  would  have  been  connected 
to  the  hilt  ot  a  sword.  The  moneyer  of  the  coin  is  once  again  Frise  who,  as  mentioned,  coined 
also  under  William  Rufus,  and  therefore  it  could  well  be  that  the  coins  of  the  other  early  types 
of  Henry  I  might  at  some  time  be  discovered  to  complete  the  series. 

In  spite  of  efforts  made  on  several  occasions  to  attribute  some  later  coins  to  a  mint  at  Cam¬ 
bridge,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  these  have  all  been  successfully  attributed  to  other  mints. 
Accordingly  it  appears  quite  certain  that  from  the  state  of  present  knowledge,  the  mint  of 
Cambridge  was  closed  near  to  1 1 10,  or  very  soon  afterwards,  giving  an  active  life  of  about 
140  years.  The  mint  at  Maldon  was  closed  near  to  1096,  that  of  Sudbury  about  1 154,  and  the 
remaining  mints  mentioned  previously,  at  various  dates  to  1327. 

These  days  Cambridge  coins  are  not  easy  to  find,  and  the  requirements  from  the  mint 
during  its  active  life  can  only  have  been  on  a  comparatively  small  scale  as  the  population  of 
the  town  at  the  end  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  period  is  estimated  at  only  1600  people,  by  com¬ 
parison  with  Colchester  2000,  Thetford  4000,  and  Norwich  5000.  As  suggested  earlier,  the 
products  of  the  Cambridge  mint  may  well  have  been  used  more  freely  in  the  Danegeld  pay¬ 
ments  and  in  trading  with  the  Scandinavian  countries  than  some  other  comparable  mints. 

The  spellings  of  the  mint  name  range  from  GR  to  GRANTEBR.  A  number  of  dies  omit  the 
R  in  the  name  or  have  it  misplaced  as  GANTE,  GARANT,  and  GARNTE,  and  the  N  was 
also  omitted  on  occasion  giving  GRAT.  Abnormal  spellings  such  as  GARNTET,  ERAN, 
GRAGRA,  and  even  RAT,  complete  this  brief  list  of  variations.  The  possibility  of  Grantham 
being  a  mint  of  the  period  has  been  suggested  by  H.  R.  Loyn  (/ISC,  p.  135).  Whilst  admitting 
the  similarity  of  the  name  to  Grantebrycge,  my  own  feeling  is  that  since  many  of  the  dies  with 
an  abbreviated  mint  signature  now  attributed  to  Cambridge  are  tied  up  by  the  names  of  the 
moneyers  in  a  sufficient  number  of  instances  to  coins  undoubtedly  of  that  mint,  they  are  all  of 
the  one  mint  and  that  the  full  spelling  of  GRANTEBR  leaves  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of 
the  attribution  to  Cambridge. 

In  the  table  of  moneyers  I  have  traced  it  can  be  seen  that  there  are  several  instances  where 
two  or  more  moneyers  of  the  same  name  are  to  be  found,  and  these  could  well  be  relatives  of 
a  different  generation  rather  than  all  of  the  same  person.  Further,  it  could  well  be  that  coins 
may  at  some  time  be  noted  which  will  fill  in  gaps  in  the  consecutive  types  struck  by  the 
moneyer,  as  are  seen  at  the  present  time.  It  would  appear  that  in  the  peak  periods  of  produc¬ 
tion  some  four  or  five  moneyers  working  more  or  less  at  the  same  time  might  have  been  the 
normal  complement  of  the  mint,  but  this  number  was  almost  certainly  varied  to  a  consider¬ 
able  extent  on  occasion.  Names  of  moneyers  of  Old  English,  Old  Norse,  and  Old  German 
origin  are  found  working  at  Cambridge.  In  correspondence  for  which  I  am  most  grateful,  Mrs 
V.  J.  Smart  has  noted  that  the  origins  of  Ada  and  Clern  are  something  of  a  problem. 

Finally,  and  to  conclude  on  a  personal  note.  After  having  spent  many  years  gathering 
information  on  Cambridge  coins  and  the  working  of  the  mint,  it  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  to 
me  that  circumstances  beyond  my  own  control  prevent  me  from  attempting  to  complete  the 
die-study  of  the  mint,  and  to  publish  what  might  be  a  complete  corpus  of  the  known  coins.  It 
is  my  hope,  however,  that  some  student  will  be  prepared  to  accept  my  records  and 
photographs  and  to  continue  the  study  from  the  point  where,  with  regret,  I  have  to  leave  it. 
The  study  has  afforded  me  very  much  interest  and  pleasure,  and  it  is  my  hope  that  these  notes 

on  it  which  I  now  publish  may  prove  to  be  of  some  use  and  interest  to  others.

THE  WESTON  SUB  EDGE  COIN  HOARD

The  coin  hoard  will  be  on  show  during  the 
day  prior  to  permanent  display  at  the  Corinium  Museum  in  Cirencester.

|p  going  after  704  years:  The  halfpenny  coin,  which  has  been  in  circulation  since  1280.  is  to  be  phased 
out  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Mr  Lawson,  the  Chancellor,  told  MPs  yesterday  that  the  coin  was  costing 
more  to  make  than  its  face  value  and  “no  longer  fulfilled  a  useful  function.”  The  Royal  Mint  would 
cease  to  issue  4p  coins  from  the  end  of  March,  and  he  expected  it  to  be  withdrawn  as  legal  tender  before 
the  end  of  1984.  He  thought  the  impact  on  the  retail  price  index  “should  be  negligible." 

With  decimalisation  in  1971  the  |p  coin  was  the  nearest  in  value  to  the  old  penny  and  until  now 
governments  have  been  reluctant  to  kill  it  off  because  of  the  effect  on  inflation.  But  today,  except  for  its 
use  by  food  chain  stores  fighting  a  highly  competitive  price  w-ar,  it  is  virtually  worthless.  Shop  staff 
sweep  up  many  4p  coins  dropped  by  customers  unwilling  to  have  them  clinking  uselessly  in  purses  and 
pockets.  Both  Sainsbury  and  Tesco.  who  between  them  have  thousands  of  items  priced  with  a  jp. 
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welcome  the  announcement  of  its  withdrawal.  Sainsbury  said  it  would  ensure  that  more  prices  were 
rounded  down  than  were  rounded  up.  The  Daily  Telegraph,  Thursday  2nd  February,  1984

BOOK  REVIEW 

Coins  of  The  Seleucid  Empire  from  The  Collection  of  Arthur  Houghton.  By  Arthur  Houghton. 
American  Numismatic  Society  (Ancient  Coins  in  North  American  Collections),  New  York,  1983. 
11x8  inches,  xvi  +  122  pp.  77  plates,  folding  chart.  Cased,  £45  plus  £2  postage  (Available  from  Peter 
Jones  Books,  Audley  House,  1 1  Margaret  Street,  London  WIN  8AT.) 

This  is  yet  another  volume  in  the  ANS’s  splendid  series  on  ancient  coins  in  North  American  collections 
that  began  with  the  Norman  Davis  collection  in  1969.  Here  we  are  dealing  with  not  only  a  specific 
collection  but  also  a  very  specific  topic — The  Seleucid  Empire.  It  is  pleasant  to  record  that  the  collector 
concerned  is  also  the  author.  No  study  of  the  Seleucid  issues  can  be  undertaken  without  reference  to  the 
seminal  publications  of  E.  T.  Newell  on  the  Eastern  and  the  Western  mints  and  Arthur  Houghton 
acknowledges  this  in  his  dedication  of  the  book  to  Newell’s  memory.  The  other  two  masters  in  this  area 
of  numismatics,  much  quoted  in  the  bibliography,  are  also,  alas  no  longer  with  us,  Henri  Seyrig  and, 
most  recently,  Otto  Morkholm. 

The  catalogue  is  innovative  in  several  ways.  Instead  of  the  more  usual  arrangement  chronologically 
by  order  Houghton  chooses,  instead,  to  make  his  arrangement  by  mints,  subdivided  by  rulers.  In  treat¬ 
ing  a  compact  collection  such  as  this  there  is  the  great  advantage  of  being  able  easily  to  see  a  mint’s 
development,  comparisons  between  the  issues  of  successive  issues  at  the  mint,  and  its  relationship  with 
other  mints  of  the  area.  This  latter  brings  us  to  the  second  innovation.  Instead  of  the  mints  being 
arranged  geographically  from  West  to  East,  they  are  here  arranged  to  follow  the  development  of  the 
Empire — a  very  sensible  and  useful  approach.  Four  essential  main  regions  are  chosen  and  discussed  in 
the  order,  North  Central  Region;  Western  Region;  South  Central  Region,  and  Eastern  Region.  This 
allows  the  development  to  be  clearly  seen,  beginning  with  Antioch  itself,  and  thus  progressing  to  finish 
with  far-flung  Bactra.  Each  section  is  preceded  by  short  notes  and  notes  directly  under  relevant 
catalogue  entries  (as  well  as  footnotes  where  necessary)  draw  attention  to  recent  work  and  comment. 
The  linking  with  recent  excavation  potential  is  especially  valuable  and  certainly  adds  weight  in  attribut¬ 
ing  some  of  the  more  problematical  issues  to  specific  areas. 

There  are  77  plates,  reproducing  each  of  the  1323  coins  in  the  collection.  The  quality  of  the  pieces 
overall  is  remarkable  and  very  indicative  of  the  manner  in  which  Arthur  Houghton  has  pursued  fine  and 
telling  pieces.  The  reproduction  of  the  plates  is  excellent  (the  printing  was  done  at  Cultura,  Wetheren,  in 
Belgium)  and  one  can  only  agree  with  the  author  in  his  introduction  where  he  acknowledges  that  he  has 
“been  fortunate  in  the  extreme  that  Silvia  Hurter  agreed  to  apply  her  unmatched  skill  to  the  photogra¬ 
phy  of  the  coins  in  this  catalogue.”  It  is  a  joy  to  see  good  photographs  properly  and  well  produced. 

The  excellent  cataloguing  and  detail,  supported  by  the  superior  illustrations,  ensure  that  this  book  is 
going  to  become  a  major  reference  work  in  the  field  of  Seleucid  numismatics  which  will  enter  the 
literature,  no  doubt,  as  ‘ANS  Houghton'  and  will  not  be  surpassed.  I  venture  to  suggest,  for  very  many 
years.

The  adherents  of  the  three  great  religions,  Judaism,  Christianity  and  Islam,  are  known  as  ‘The  People  of  the  Book'  for  they  each  have 
their  sacred  writings  (and  they  all  overlap  each  other).  The  sacrifice,  or  intended  sacrifice,  of  Isaac  by  Abraham  in  following  the  word 
of  God  appears  in  all  three  religions.  In  the  Muslim  calendar  the  redemption  of  Isaac  is  celebrated  in  the  Festival  of  Rahram.  in 
September.
